Military leaders c l a i m e d 
ground operations were pro­ 
ceed! nj? satisfactorily, but no 
cities were mentioned, and 
German diplomacy sought to 
rally other peoples to support 
this new war. 
In reporting the luftwaffe’s 
blows a g a i n s t Leningrad, 
DNB stressed that it was a 
vital tool and explosive manu­ 
facturing center and there­ 
fore of the greatest military 
importance,

tion was all thus far given the 
public.

C .— The possible in vas­ 
ion of Eg yp t by the Germ ans is a re m in d ­ 
er that it was la tin years ago that the 
land of the Nile su ffered its worst know n 
encroachm ent by another race. T h e P h a r ­

xears, then came the G reeks and Rom ans, 
who 
wrought

few chances. 
Bu t 
j w hen the Saracens invaded the country iii 
c»4 I 
A U., the E g y p t of early history Ie - 
gnu to change; and although changes have 


b een 
taking place there ever since, it is 
s till thought of in term s of earliest know n 
days. 
But the old E g yp t of centuries ago is 
not 
the Egyp t of today. Pictu res of its 
great pyram ids, its colum ned tem ples aud 
rock-hewn 
tombs 
fill 
history 
and 
other 
books, all focusing atten tio n , not on pres­ 
ent conditions of this ancient 
land, but 
on a dead civilizatio n . 
S u p e rficia lly Eg yp t seems a large co u n ­ 
try. The eye sees its color spread o ver a 
considerable portion of the northeastern 
q u arter of the m ap of A frica, and sta tis ­ 
tics credit it with an area of m ore th an 
250.000 square m iles, but the hab itab le 
part of Egypt is the narrow valle y and 
fla rin g delta of the N ile. Except in a few 
scattered oases, most of the nom inal E g y p t 
is parched desert sand, gravel and ro ck y 
h ills. Of its more than a third of a m il­ 
lion square m iles of te rrito ry , about 12,000 
are estim ated to he capable of cu ltiva tio n , 
and a considerable part of this was not 
tilled until recent years. Scien tific tre a t­ 
ment 
of the soil has brought g ra tify in g 


results. 
A lth o u g h the c u ltiva tio n of cotton oc­ 
cupies only about 2o per cent of the cul- 
t 
I fixated land of Eg yp t, it is the crop around 
(w h ic h rotates the Eg yp tian econom y. On 
stile average, the sale of cotton represents 
j about HO per cent of the revenue from all 
I a g ricu ltu ra l land, and the value of cotton 
exports is about 8 5 per cent of the total 
export s. 
In the scheme of farm ing the m illio n s 
of peasants are im p o rtan t. They work long 
hours, scratch the soil w ith crude im p le­ 
m ents, and tediously raise w ater in .'-kin 
buckets attached to poles so that the thin 
stream m ay save th e ir plants from p a rch ­ 
ing. Taxes are heavy, and it is the lo w ly 
peasants who keep the treasu ry supplied. 
Livin g conditions are rath er unfavorab le, 
and only mud huts house a large num ber 
of Egypt s some 14.500 population. 
Iii com paring the Egypt of today w ith 
that of the dawn of h isto ry one is divided 
between wonder at the m arked change on 
the surface and the lack of change in some 
fundam entals.
